At the commencement" of the com- 


plaint the avmptoms are those of ar 
ordinary cofd.

Their mother and Mrs. Ann McVey 
are missing, and are believed to be 
buried in the ruins.

The SENTINEL of Wednesday pun- 


ished an account of the arrest of Jer- 
ry Owens, a saloon keeper of Coesse, 
ifteen miles west of this city, for 
cruelty to his children, aged respec- 
ively three, five, seven and nine years. 
The Columbia City Pott of this week 
contains the following additional de- 
tails: 


A little over a year ago Mrs. Owens 


died, leaving to mourn her untimely 
death four small children, and a cruel 
tmsbancl. On her death bed it is said 
she declared her husband's cruel treat- 
ment was the cause of her death, for- 
giving him, however, and counseling 
him to be good and kind to the babes 
she left behind. The kind admonition 
of a dying wife fell like seed on des- 
ert soil when addressed to Jerry Owens. 
From the time of her death, he com- 
menced abusing his children and mis- 
treating them. 


About two weeks ago Owens got in 


a rage at his little son, aged seven 
years, plucking hold of his ear be tore 
it nearly half off; and then beating 
him until his body was black with 
bruises. On Sunday night last he 
became enrage'd at his oldest daughter 
aged nine years, striking her with a 
long butcher' knife, cutting three 
gashes in her head to the skull, and 
then beating her with a club over 
three feet long; and two inches in 
diameter, until her poor body was a 
mass of bruised 
flesh. 
So frightful 


were the wounds on her body that on 
Monday, when her clothing was ex- 
amined the blood had so saturated 
her underclothing that- they were stiff 
with gore. An examination of the 
little girl aged -five years, disclosed 
her body all black and blue from 
blows received at the hands of her 
cruel parent. Even the little prattl- 
ing; baby, three years old, was found 
bruised from head to foot—its little 
rump as black as a coal, and its back 
and legs all blue. 


So terrorized were the little ones 


from the, cruel treatment received at 
the hands of their demon father that, 
on Monday after the trial, they re- 
fused to leave for fear that he woulc 
go home. It was not until they were 
assured that their father would nol 
go home, but had to go to jail for 
abusing them, that they could be in- 
duced to leave the office, and tven 
then they had to be forced to go.

awaiting trial, being unable to furnish 
$800 security for his appearance for 
trial.

The house 
provision that trade dollars coined 
under this act shall not be counted as 
part of the coinage of silver required 
by the act of February 28th, 1878, was 
stricken out. 
This action of the .sen- 
ate committee precludes the hope of 
accomplishing anything further on 
the silver question until next winter.

It has cut down the sales 
of American manufactures at home and 
abroad, and depleted the returns of Ameri- 
can agriculture—an industry followed by 
half our people. 
It costs the people five 
times ¡nore than it produces inthetrea.s- 
ury, obstructs the process of production, 
and wastes tlie fruit of labor. It promotes 
fraud, (ost<;; s smuggling, enriches dishon- 
est o/ricJr.ls, and bankrupts merchants. 
We demand that all custom house taxa- 
tion shall be only for revenue. 


There is now a democratic majority 
in both houses of congres.«, and the 
party demand.« of its representatives 
that they, before this congress expires, 
redeem this pledge and repeal the 
present protective tariff and put an 
end to all custom house taxation ex- 
cept for reyenue.

Further 
Details 
of 
Jerry 
Owens's 
Fiendish 
Brutality. 


Beating, Cutting, Maiming and Trying 
to Murder His Four Lit- 
tle Children. 


The SENTINEL of Wednesday 
pub- 
lished an account of the arrest of Jer- 
ry Owens, a saloon keeper of Coesse, 
fifteen miles west of this city, for 
cruelty to his children, aged respec- 
tively three, five, seven and nine year«. 
The Columbia City Foit of this week 
contains the following additional de- 
tails : 


A little over a year ago Mrs. Owens 
died, leaving to mourn her untimely 
death four small children, and a cruel 
husband. 
On her death bed it is said 
she declared herhusband's cruel treat- 
ment was the cause of her death, for- 
giving him, however, and counseling 
him to be good and kind to the babes 
she left behind. The kind admonition 
of a dying wife fell like seed on des- 
ert soil when addressed to Jerry Owens. 
From the time of her death, he com- 
menced abusing his children and mis- 
treating them. 


About two weeks ago Owens got in 
a rage at his little son, aged seven 
years, plucking hold of his ear he tore 
it nearly half off, and then beating 
him until his body was bl.ick with 
bruises. On Sunday night last he 
became enraged at his oldest daughter 
aged nine years, striking her with a 
long butcher knife, cutting 
throe 
gashes in her head to the skull, and 
then beating her with a club over 
three feet long, and two inches in 
diameter, until her poor body Avas a 
mass of bruised 
flesh. 
So frightful 
were the wounds on ht r body that on 
Monday, when her clotliing was ex- 
amined the blood li:id so saturated 
hor underclothing that llioy were stiff 
with gore. 
An exatnination of the 
little girl aged rive years, disclosed 
lier body aU black and blue from 
blows received at the hands of her 
cruel parent. 
Even the little prattl- 
ing baby, three years old, was found 
bruised from head to foot—its little 
rump as black as a coal, and its back 
and legs all blue. 


So terrorized were the little ones 
froiu the cruel treatment received at 
the hands of their demon father that, 
on Monday after the trial, they re- 
fused to leave for fear that he would 
go home. It was not until they were 
assured that their father would not 
go home, but had to go to jail for 
abusing them, that they could be in- 
duced to leave the office, and tven 
then they had to be forced to go. 
It 
was a heartrending scene. 


While Crozier had Owens under ar- 
rest at Coesse, he attempted to strike 
a woman, and for this manly act was 
promptly handcuffed by Mr. Crozier. 


On the way to town Monday, Owens 
declared he would heap just such 
abuse on his children again if he had 
the opportunity. 


Owens is in jail at Colut ibia City 
awaiting trial, being unable to furnish 
$300 security for his appearance for 
trial.

HON. R. C. BELL'S r e m a r k s . 


The Hon. R. C. Bell was then intro- 
duced by Father Hartnett, and the 
following is a brief synopsis of his re- 
marks, which were well received: 


I have been requested to submit a 
few remarks upon this occasion. This 
I appreciate as an honor, and 1 gladly 
comply with the request. 
It would, 
however, under the circumstances, be 
highly inappropriate for me to detain 
you with any extended remarks. 
It 
is highly gratifying to all who are in- 
terested in education, who have at 
heart the well-being of mankind and 
the progress of society, to witness such 
scenes as have presented themselves 
here to-day. 
No one so situated can 
fail to feel a deep interest in institu- 
tions of learning like this. 
Their in- 
fluence is deep and wide-spread, and is 
not circumscribed by these walls, nor 
does it cease to be felt with the going 
forth from here of its pupils. 
It will 
continue to increase and to be felt. 
Early influences and training, uncon- 
sciously perhaps, but none the less 
certainly, mould and shape and con- 
trol the entire after-life. 
Hence the 
importance of surrounding youth with 
good influences. 
That nation and 
people which has given most attention 
to the education of its young has ever 
in the past, and ever will in the future, 
stand in the vanguard of civiliz-ition 
and progress. 


Fortunate indeed are those whose 
privilege it has been to drink from the 
fountain that springs up here. 


For the opportunities furnished and 
advantages enjoyed by the pupils here 
I feel sure they are grateful. 
That 
these advantages and opportunities 
have been improved by them, no one 
who has witnessed the exercises here 
to-day can doubt. 
They bear witness 
not only to their intelligence and dili- 
gence, but also in a still higher degree 
to the faithfulness and efficiency of the 
good Sisters who have had the care 
and charge of the conduct, training 
and instruction of these pupils. To 
them must come at this time the 
pleasing consciousness of duty done 
and the conviction 
that they 
have 
sown good seed which has sprung up 
and will, in due time, bring forth 
more than an hundred fold. 
They 
with us have witnessed 
to-day but 
the bursting bud which surely pre- 
sages the coming of the fragrance of 
the full flower and the rich burden of 
the ripe fruit. 


Valuable as are the results reached 
here, they are still chiefly valuable 
for what they promise in the future. 
In institutions like this the founda- 
tions of character are laid strong and 
deep for the grand 
superstructure, 
beautiful, stately, symmetrical and 
complete, which, by the labors and 
cares, joys and sorrows, trials and ex- 
perience of after life, will be reared 
thereupon. 
Here 
are 
implanted 
those germs of education which, warm- 
ed by the desire for knowledge, press- 
ed forward and upward by habits of 
scholarly diligence and industry, and 
resting upon a soil of moral 
culture 
will spring up and fructify and in- 
crease in strength, breadth and beauty 
until they shall form not only an 
honor to their possessors but a bless- 
ing to mankind—valuable additions 
to the grand total of the sum of hu- 
man happiness, culture, worth and 
progress. 
Sight 
is 
often 
,lost 
of the fact that education by no 
means consists in mere book learning. 
That, 
in fact, 
constitutes but a 
small part of a broad and true educa- 
tion, which does not stop, but only 
has begun with the close of school life. 
We, who have passed further along, 
need not be seriously concerned that 
we And ounelves forgetting 
''Greek 
roott" or ''Latia idioms/' or noable to 


state equations or to recall or repeat 
theorems or propositions in mathe- 
matics. It shoula be enough for us to 
know that we have ence marched over 
the field conquering all that we met. 
In so doing each mental effort prepares 
and fits the student to make each suc- 
ceeding effort more powerful and effi- 
cient than the one which preceded it. 
One grand aim of study is to render 
one the complete master of his own 
mental powers. 
Education, however, 
in its broadest, best and most catholic 
sense comprises far more than this, 
and comes from other sources as well 
as this. It comprises character and 
culture as well as training and attain- 
ments. 
It elevates, strengthens and 
improves in all that is good and de- 
sirable. 
It brings its possessor up to 
the full measure, stature and standard 
of true manhood and true woman- 
hood and more nearly to the likeness 
and image of Him who was the Great 
Teacher, and to Him who is the source 
of all knowledge. 


To the friends gathered here let me 
say: Continue to lend a helping hand 
to this institution of learning and cul- 
ture. 
Give it your sympathy, en- 
couragement and supix)rt. It deserves 
and 
will 
repay it 
all. 
To the 
good 
sisters who have 
it directly 
in 
charge, 
let 
me 
express my 
thanks and appreciation for the evi- 
dences of their good work in our 
midst, and in doing so to say that I 
feel sure that I may speak for all 
present. 
Your true reward and full 
payment will surely come with the re- 
sults that must and will crown 
your 
efforts. To the pupils I would say: 
Press on in the good work here be- 
gun; embody in your lives and ac- 
tions the habits here formed and 
precepts here taught. 
Bear in mind 
also, that great excellence comes only 
with great labor. 
I shall never for- 
get an injunction given by a favorite 
college professor of mine to a class of 
which I was a member, upon an occa- 
sion similar to this, and which I feel 
like repeating now, when he said: 
"Young gentlemen, work, work, work. 
There will be time enough to ..-st 
when you're dead." 


I am convinced, from what I have 
witnessed here to-day, that you have 
already nerved yourselves to i^tudy 
and labor. 
Preserve 
thei«e habits. 
They will carry you on to the desired 
goal, and amply repay you for all 
your exertions.
